FOR the purpose of expanding the privileges of a rectifying license so that the holder 3 

of the license may conduct guided tours of the licensed premises, serve not more 4 

than a certain number of samples of products manufactured at the licensed 5 

premises, sell certain foods and beverages, sell products manufactured on the 6 

licensed premises for consumption off the licensed premises, and sell related 7 

merchandise; making certain technical corrections; and generally relating to 8 

rectifying licenses.  9

 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 15 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 16

PERSONS WHO HAVE ATTAINED THE LEGAL DRINKING AGE AND PARTICIPATED 14
